WELCOME . 


Western Australia welcomes the Scottish 
First Division Club Dundee to Perth today. 

Dundee flew in late on Friday night to 
begin their round of matches which will 
take in every Capital City in Australia. Their 
tour has been extended mainly because 
Derby County cancelled their proposed 
visit. 

Dundee, now managed by Tommy 
Gemmell, of Celtic and Scotland fame, 
is one of the oldest soccer clubs in their 
country, having been formed in 1893. 
Their early years were not the smoothest. 
In 1875 they received a crushing defeat 
from Celtic by 11 goals to nil; in 1898 
they only managed to score four points, 
and finished at the bottom of the table. 
Their players were so upset, they packed 
their bags, and left the club, 

But as they went into the twentieth 
century, the club became much stronger, 
and had a consistently good spell from 1902 
to 1908, when they finished runners up in 
the League in all of those three seasons, 

In 1910 the club had its first great success 
when it won the Scottish Cup by defeating 
Clyde in a replay, by 2 goals to 1. 

When war broke out in 1939, soccer 
was discontinued for a time, but in 1944, 
George Anderson, a former player and 
director of Aberdeen, joined several Dundee 
businessmen and got the club under way 
again. 

They had an excellent season in 1944/5 
when they won the divisions they were 
playing in; in 1946/7 they scored 113 goals 
and had two ten—nil wins in two successive 
weeks, and amassed 45 points out of a 
Possible 52. 

In 1962 they won the League Champion- 
ship and had well known players in the side 
who went on to win even more fame in the 
English League and the National team; 


Players such as lan Ure, and Alan Gilzean, 
who both played for Arsenal and Spurs 
respectively. Other International players 
who have been with the club are Charlie 
Cook of Chelsea, and Bill Brown, Spurs 
goalkeeper of yesteryear. 

Dundee have had a most impressive 
record on the European scene when 
playing in the European Cup, and reached 
the semi-final in 1963 by beating such 
famous teams as Cologne, Sporting Lisbon, 
and Anderlecht, before being beaten by 
A.C. Milan. 

At the end of this year’s season, Dundee 
had scored more goals than any other team 
in British Leagues when they amassed 94, 
and of this total Billy Pirie helped himself 
to 39. Billy will play here in Perth with 
Dundee, and will then go on to joina 
National League team in the Eastern States, 

This is not Dundee’s first visit to 
Australia, but in bidding them welcome, 
we hope that it will be the best. We look 
forward to the company of the club’s 
manager, Tommy Gemmell, and the two 
Club Directors, Mr. Graham Thompson 
and Mr. Willie Lyburn.

PHILIPS NATIONAL LEAGUE CUP 
1978 


For the first time since 1968, when 
Azzurri had such a good run in the Aus- 
tralian Cup, a Western Australian Club side 
will have the opportunity of participating 
in a National Competition. 

The National League Cup, sponsored by 
Philips Industries, and worth $10,000, was 
inaugurated last year, and only involved 
clubs which were playing in the Philips 
National League. In 1978 teams have been 
added from all States to give the competition 
a truly National flavour.

At the time the team who appeared 
almost certain to take off the Ampol Cup 
was East Fremantle Tricolore. They were a 
strong combination and were odds-on 
favourites when the Grand Final Night 
arrived. Their opponents were Ascot, a 
team which had won through with the 
help of players on loan; but nobody gave 
them much chance. However, from the 
kick off they dominated the game, and 
ran all over the much vaunted Tricolore 
team, to run out worthy winners by four 
goals to nil. 


With the backing of the experienced players such 
as llott, Barstow and Johnston, | am sure Western 
Australia will give a very good account of themselves. 


Then the trouble began, and many 
objections were voiced about the Ascot 
club representing Western Australia, but 
the Federation upheld its original decision, 
and on the 24th May, under lights at the 
Velodrome, we will be able to get our 
first live impression of the strength of 
the Philips League. 

Ascot's opponents will be West 
Adelaide, who did well in the National 
League last year, and the match will be 
doubly interesting as they will no doubt 
bring their two star players Gary Marocchi 
and David Jones, who were, of course, 
former sandgropers, and have since gained 
some fame as members of the World Cup 
Socceroos Squad.
